A Clever Trick. 


What gave promise of a mighty strike 


on the Wabash, probably received its 
death blow by a clever trick perpetrated 
on them by one of the- deputies under 
Detective Ballard. At the beginning of 
the trouble here a large number of men 
looking for work were imported by the 
Wabash company. Among others was 
a man, a deputy United States Marshal, 
who came with them.

arriving here he got a clean shav» and 
attired himself in a rough suit of cloth- 
ing and took a position near some of the 
strikers. 
They eebn noticed him and 


beckoned him to come to them. He did 
so and as he expected, was asked if he 
had come to Dec-atur to get work.

replied that he had and had secured the 
promise of the company that they would 
give him a job as firemen on the St. 
Louis branch. 
They then began to 


argue with him, and he kept up his side 
foi awhile and finally began to weaken, 
and soon fell a victim to their pei suasion

Ho attended the 


three and four meetings every day and 
of each meeting he submitted a report 
of the proceedings and attached the 
names of all who took anj particular 
prominence in the meeting or officiated 
on any of the committees.

All trackmen who struck seem to be 


out for good. The roadmaster's office 
was thronged to-day by men who quit 
their jobs and now want them back. 
They learn that the company since 
Wednesday has filled all the places here. 
If any of the old men get jobs they will 
have to go other pointa on the road. 
Some may do so rather than remain idle. 
The strike has been a dear lesson to the 
trackmen who say they were bulldozed 
into quitting their places. 


An old Wabash brakeman who has no 


reasonable expectation of getting back 
on the road, said he was done with 
unions forever. 
He seemed to have a 


special grievance against the engineers 
and firemen, who he said caused all the 
trouble. This man has a family and had 
bought a home for $1330 on which he 
has paid 8600. 
He expects to have to 


give up his property 


Applications foi places are made with 


the endorsement of two reputable citi 
iens; but this is not all they have to do. 
Those men are not in it who have been 
spotted for strike agitating and sym- 
pathy by Detective Ballard and the 
secretservice men. Every man under sus- 
picion has to square himself with Ballard, 
and if Ballard gives the word,the company 
will not consider any application. This 
is a humiliation which cuts some of the 
men to the quick, but the way things go 
at the 'depot just now they have to face 
it, provided they think they have any 
chance at all of getting back. 


The Wabash shops will probably be 


thrown open to the men on Monday.

of the A. R. U. he was the editor of the 
efficient organ of the Locomotive Fire 
men,and when John P. Altgeld pardoned 
the anarchists, in spite of the protests of 
leading men in that order, Debs, in that 
paper, endorsed the pardon of the an 
archists and the attack upon the court 
in which they were convicted. This 
may account for Altgeld's effort to drive 
the federal troops off the sacred sotl of 
Illinois. 
If Altgeld had succeeded in 


frightening President Cleveland it would 
have been a great help to Debs' business. 


IT seems to be the height of foolish- 


ness for workmen to throw away their 
own sustenance on a "sympathetic 
strike1' for Pullman strikers because 
they want the old Republican high 
wages, after voting for low Democratic 
%vages. Every one of the loaders of 
these men voted and electiofoeercd to 
get the workingmen to knock out Re- 
publican protection wag»s and replace 
them with low Democratic wages. 
Where are the brains or consistency of 
these men? What are Debs, Howard, 
Sovereign, Gompers and the others do- 
ing? They used all their influence in 
the lodges to induce" their men to vote 
for Democratic low wages, and now they 
have led them into a strike against the 
railroads to compel Pullman to pay 
hgh Republican wages. How horribly 
absurd. -Chicago Tribune. 


Judge Grosscup 


It is a matter of some interest since 


Judge Grosscup is one of the judges who 
gianted the first injunction against E. 
V. Debs, and is the judge who charge-d 
the federal grand jury that indicted 
Debs, to know that he delivored an 
oration on Memorial Day, May 30. at 
Galesburg in which he took up and ably 
discussed the question of organized 
capital and organized labor. 


This was before the present strike was 


organized. In his acldiess he set forth 
the advantages of labor unions so organ- 
ized as not to abridge the independence 
of those who were members and the dis- 
advantages of organizations of 
the 


modern kind. He said the same as to 
combinations of capital. 
Following are 


some of the things he said: 


How, then, can there be any real con- 
test between accumulation and labor? 
Labor, the mother of accumulation, is 
maintained, 
not 
hindered, 
by 


her offspring. 
The wealth 
of 
the 


nation 
is 
every 
one's 
possession. 
It 
is, in 
the 
highest 
sense, a 


common heritage. It makes possible to 
all the comforte which, a few years ago, 
were dreamed of only by visionaries. 
Who is not rich to-day when compared 
with his ancestors of a century ago? * 
* * Labor cannot afford to attack cap- 
ital, for capital is the house that she has 
builded. Capital cannot afford to op- 
press labor, for such would make the 
house tenantleae and a tomb. Will the 
conqueror destroy his trophy? Will the 
sower lay waste the harvest? United,their 
march from want to plenty is assured; 
divided and belligerent, they fall, for 
neither is complete without the other, 
and the fall of one would be the fall-of 
both. * * * But the right to work 
aid the ri«ht to accumulate ia the right 
o each person a« an individual. It is 
not derived from the state, nor from so- 
ciety, hut from the laws higher than 
e'ther. It is a personal right, not be- 
cause of citizenship,but because of man- 
hood. No government, no aggregat'on 
of individuals, can rightly interfeie 
with or restrict it. * * * It will 
be a mighty 
revolution when . the 


owner of the brawny arm and the 
willing heart can no longer employ them 
upon what he finds to do,- when the pos- 
sessor of a teeming brain shall have its 
ciildren taken away the moment they 
ate 
born, or 
develop 
usefulness; 


when the gathering of labor and brain 
—tbeir stock of savings—cease to be 
within the exclusive touch and control 
of the producer. Would you mortgage 
arm and intellect before they are born? 
Would you bar toem out of helda to 
winch civilization has hitherto beckoned 
thcra? Would you paralyze the nerve 
centers of civilization by removing every 
inducement and inspiration to individual 
effort? Then listen not to those dreams 
cf socialism that would level, with heavy 
roll, all individuality and personal man- 
hood, and crush all brains, arms and 
hearts into the sodden mass called corn- 
meniBiu.

ital or labor and the danger from them 
he said: 


This system, beginning originally wi«i 
these great enterprises, such as railroads 
and steamships, that could find realiza- 
tion under no other methods, has ex- 
tended, until it comprises a majority or 
the manufacturing and commercial ven- 
tures. The tendency shows no sign of 
running out. On the contrary, day after 
day men are still further losing individ- 
ual control of their property,and already 
as the result, in many branches of in- 
dustry at least, the combinations are so 
strong that the continuance of individ. 
ual competition is impossible. 
It is not surprising that in the pres-

should also have 
learned the art 


of 
organization.

cities, where obligations were volun- 
tary it has gone on until in every 
specialty, workers to-uay are compressed 
into unions, where the individual will is 
merged in the master will of a ruler or 
committee. Before a boy can learn a 
trade he must receive a permit from the 
.supervising body; and before he can 
work at his trade he must matriculate 
into the obligations which the union 
imposes. The remainder of his life as a 
mechanic is simply one long subjection 
to the diiection of others. He can 
work only when they grant leave, 
and at wages that shall have received 
their approval, and he must be ready at 
any notice, to deliver up his family to 
hunger and the street when the call for 
a strike comes. He has effectually sunk 
his will into the general will of bis trade,

CUCVKLAND, O., July 13.—The Chris- 


tian Endeavor convention, managers 
were filled with enthusiasm over the 
unexpected success of the convention 
in point of numbers.

THEATMENT OF OBESITY. 


A Patient Loses Exactly Fifty Poondi 1m 


Six Month*. 


Sa-viil gives an account of his treat- 


ment of obesity that presents some 
features of special interest. A man S 
feet 10 inches in height and weighing 
284 pounds was admitted to the Pad- 
dingtoa infirmary to be treated for an 
ulcer. This patient, 68 years of age, 
was unable to walk, chiefly by reason 
of bis bulk. He was put upon a diet 
of one pound of cooked fish and one 
pound of lean, cooked meat a day and 
ft pint of hot water sipped at intervals 
every two hours. The fish and the 
meat were distributed in meals, ac- 
cordingtto the taste of the patient, but 
no bread, vegetables, milk or any other 
-article of food was allowed. The pa- 
tient was a person of intelligence and 
/Sid everything toward the bucoess of 
his treatment, managing1 to drink five 
'tor six pints of hot water during the 
.day. Weight decreased steadily. On 
edttnission, September SI, it was 284 
pounds; on October 2 it eras 374 pounds: 
on Novembar 18 it was 256 pounds, and 
on December 4 it was 246% 
pounds. At 


Christmas there was some latitude 
given in di«e and the result was a 
prompt addition to his weight of seven 
$onnd&, but by January IS weight w»* 
reduced to 239 pounds. After four 
months" treatment the diet was modn 
fled by the addition of two small slices 
of bread and baiter aj; breakfast and 
supper and milk and sugar in his tea 
nig-btand morning. 


On Febrnary 7 be returned to ordi- 


nary meat diet, cnoh as -other p»- 
ttente had, with <£e exception of 
potatoes. He then wei£hd234# pounds. 
Weight Increased slightly for a time 
after resuming ordinary diet; but on 
March 2L, when the patient left, he 
weighed 230}£ pounds, having- lost over 
50 pounds in six months. The nicer 
healed within four weeks of his admis- 
sion, and pain and stiffness soon disap- 
peared, permitting as much walking- as 
the space in the ward would allow. 
Weight remainsthesame (230^ pounds), 
the man being now on ordinary diet, 
but drinking no beer. His heaJtl: is 
excellent-—London Lancet.

AN OHIO TOWN BURNED. 


A Majority of the Inhabitant* Homelemj- 


Graln Field* Destroyed. 


EDON, O., July 13.—This town of 
1,000 


inhabitants, in Williams county, was 
almost totally destroyed by fire yester- 
day afternoon. The loss is estimated 
at 9175,000, with about one-third insur- 
ance. The flames started at 11:45 a. m., 
in the rear of the Hotel Cory, and before 
they were subdued at 2 p. m., had burned 
seventy-two buildings, among them 
the Hotel Cory, John Spokes' general 
store, Edon Banking Co., Frank Metz- 
ler, jewelry; George Heap, furniture; 
Jones & Sons' grist mill; Frank Seline, 
groceries; T. 8. Carvin, drugs; Charles 
Bowers; general store; Eyster A, Eelse, 
agricultural implements, and Kaiser A 
Walter, meat market. 


The main business part of the town 


Is in ashes, and only two dwellings 
were left untouched by the flames. 
The fire communicated to a wheat field 
close to the town, which, made Inflam- 
mable by the continued hot weather, 
was soon blazing, adding to the dan- 
ger.
